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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Citizens of Hilisborough County : 


We present for your consideration the fifty-fifth annual 
report of Hillsborough County for the fiscal year ending 
Dec. 31, 1901, containing a full report of all bills allowed 
by the commissioners, the reports of the county officers 
and a copy of the proceedings of the county convention. 

The business of the county coming under the direct 
supervision of the commissioners and for which they are 
directly responsible is the care of the county poor and the 
management of the County Farm and House of Correction 
at Grasmere. We have endeavored to give in detail that 
part of the expenditures of the county so the taxpayers 
can see where and how their money has been used. We 
have also compiled statistics of the expenditures of the 
county for the past ten years for your investigation. In 
making the comparison we trust you will take into con- 
sideration that the county has increased in population dur- 
ing the time and laws have been placed on our statute 
books that have and will continue to increase our expenses. 
If the laws are for the benefit of the citizens of the county 
as a whole, especially the poor and needy, we should feel 
justified in the increase. If not they should be repealed 
or amended. The commissioners have no alternative but 
to obey the laws as they understand them even if they do 
not meet with their approbation. We believe that many 
of the laws on our statute books relative to county affairs 
should be amended and the pauper laws especially be re- 
vised. 


CITIES AND TOWNS. 


The amount expended inthe cities and towns for the relief 
of the county poor and dependent soldiers and their fami- 
lies during the past:year was $39,292.53. Number of per- 
sons assisted, 2,193. By comparaison ofthis part of the ex- 
penses with former years you will find a large decrease 
notwithstanding the change of the law in 1897 when near- 
ly all town paupers became county charges. 


MISCELLANEOUS AID. 


There has been paid out for miscelleanous aid $4,265.08. 
Of this amount $2,622.50 was for the support of aged 
women in the several benevolent institutions in Manchester. 
At the present time there are 4o in these homes. They 
have good care and attention and at less expense to the 
county then they would be at the county farm. There have 
been 46 taken to the hospitals in Manchester and Nashua 
for medical treatment at an expense to the county of 
$1,084.87 and 18 persons have received aid in other towns 
in the state. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE HOSPITAL. 


At the New Hampshire hospital for the insane at Con- 
cord there are now 23 persons that have a settlement in 
this county that are wholly or partially supported by the 
county. ‘The expense the past year was $2,765.85. 


POOR OFF THE FARM. 


The actual amount paid for the relief of the poor the 
past year ‘‘off the farm’’ was $46,323.41 which is con- 
siderable less then former years. In 1890 the cost was 
$55,450.20. (For other years see statistics. ) 
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SUPPORT OF CHILDREN IN HOMES. 


The support of children in homes has increased very 
rapidly since the law was passed in 1895 creating the 
‘‘state board of charities and corrections.’’ In 1894 it 
cost the county $135.19 and in 1901 $8,568.02 for the 
board of children in homes. 

There are now 144 children in the several orphanages 
in the state and 16 in other homes. ‘Total, 160 children 
that the county have to support in homes. 

The commissioners can only reiterate what has been 
stated in former reports, ‘‘Under the existing law we see 
no way to decrease the expense or why it will not contin- 
ue to increase and be a large item of expense to the 
county in the future.’’ 


COUNTY ALMSHOUSE AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


This institution has been continued under the same 
management, Mr. and Mrs. H. K. Libbey, superintendent 
and matron, and F. W. Russell, assistant superintendent, 
who are well qualified for their positions. 

The weekly average of inmates for the past year (not 
including officers, attendants, nurses or help): Paupers, 
363; prisoners, 35; actual cost to the county, $36,880.02, 
making the average cost for board and clothing $1.96 per 
week for each county pauper and prisoner at the institu- 
tion. 

There is now connected with the institution as officers, 
attendants, nurses and help 35 persons who we believe 
perform their duty faithfully and the unfortunate poor re- 
ceive more of the comforts of life then ever before and the 
class of insane, epileptics, feeble minded and idotic have 
as good care, food and medical attendance as can be fur- 
nished at any institution. 
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The prisoners sent to the House of Correction are fur- 
nished with good food and clothing, made to work and are 
treated as prisoners not as paupers. 

As to the discipline in this part of the institution or the 
management of the almshouse and insane building, to 
those that have visited the farm, ‘‘can judge for them- 
selves.’’ ‘Tio those that have not we ask you to do so and 
make a careful investigation before you offer your criti- 
cisms. 


PA re: 


The jail has been continued under the same manage- 
ment and we know from personal investigation that the 
discipline is excellent, food and clothing all that is neces- 
sary. Sheriff Nathaniel Doane and the county have in 
Mr. and Mrs. Wadsworth the right parties to manage this 
institution. 

The expense of maintaining this institution and 
other miscellaneous expenses of the county the com- 
missioners are guided by the statutes and pay only such 
‘bills as the laws direct. If the amount seems large criti- 
cise the laws not the commissioners. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION. 


The financial condition of the county is fully explained 
in the treasurer’s report. The statistics compiled give 
the expenses of the county and the increase and decrease 
of the debt since 1890. 

The increase of the debt was caused by the cost of new 
buildings which in the past seven years has been over 
$200,000. 

The increase in our county tax is largely due to the in- 
terest on this amount and the creating of a sinking fund 
for the payment of our bonds soon due. ‘The $130,000 
court house bonds soon to be issued the commissioners 
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would recommend that the next legislature be asked to 
exempt the same from taxation to the citizens of Hills- 
borough county as we find we can easily float the bonds 
at a saving of interest to the county. 


NEW COURT HOUSE. 


The county convention voted and made an appropria- 
tion of $130,000 for two court houses, one in Nashua and 
one in Manchester. ‘The real estate has been secured in 
Nashua and the contract for the foundation has been let 
and will be ready for the other contractors in the early 
part of the spring. The commissioners expect the build- 
ing finished and ready for occupancy by Jan. 1, 1903. 

We expect the special committee will soon decide upon 
a suitable piece of real estate in Manchester for the loca- 
tion of the new court house after which the commissioners 
will ask for plans and specifications and proceed to erect 
as. good a building as the appropriation will allow. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


The commissioners wish to thank the overseer of the 
poor in the several towns in the county for their hearty 
co-operation and readiness to comply with the suggestions 
of the commissioners, give careful inspection in each 
case so the county will not be put to un-necessary expense 
and that no deserving person will suffer for the necessi- 
ties of life.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF COUNTY FARM 





To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hillsborough 
County : 


- GENTLEMEN—AsS executive officer of the Hillsborough 
County Farm and House of Correction, I herewith submit 
my report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1901. The average 
number of paupers received at the institution was less 
than last year. 

We have endeavored to accomplish that for which the 
institution was established—to care for the sick, furnish 
everything necessary to make it comfortable for the in- 
mates and to perform all those duties to which the unfor- 
tunate poor are entitled. 

There has been committed to the House of Correction a 
less number than previous years. For the benefit of the 
citizens of the county we have in our report caused to be 
printed a copy of the rules and regulations governing the 
management of the Institute and House of Correction. 

The general health of the inmates has been good. We 
have had no contagious diseases at the institution during 
the year. Our hospitals are under the direction of Frank 
Blaisdell, M. D., and to him we extend our thanks for his 
interest in this department. 

We wish to thank the Y. M. C. A. of Manchester for 
furnishing us with able speakers and entertainments dur- 
ing the year. 

We were all very sorry to lose Fr. David Fitzgerald of 
Hillsborough who had falthfully performed the duties en- 
cumbered upon him. His place was taken by Fr. John F. 
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Brophy of Manchester, who has looked after the welfare 
of those of the Catholic faith at the institution. 

To the W. C. T. U. of Manchester who so kindly have 
tried to make the hearts of the inmates lighter and better 
by kind words and presents at Christmas, and the books 
furnished the officers and attendants, and other literature 
for the inmates, we wish to return our sincere thanks and 
all those in the several towns in the county who have con- 
tributed books, magazines and papers for our library have 
our gratitude. 

To the officers and attendants who have aided me dur- 
ing the past year and all others that have contributed to 
the comfort and happiness of the inmates, I express* my 
appreciation and thanks. :

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REPORT OF COUNTY PHYSICIAN. 





To the Honorable Board of Commtsstoners for Hillsborough 
County « 


GENTLEMEN:—Again it becomes my duty to submit 
my report as physican to the County Institutions at Gras- 
mere, and it is with pleasure that I report that the hospi- 
tals have never been in so good condition as they are now, 
every ward is well officered, they are kept remarkably 
sweet and clean, the food furnished is well cooked and 
such as the sick should have, the keeping of the tempera- 
ture charts, the record of disease and the daily reports are 
accurately done, and the wards are run with a smoothness 
and efficiency that is very creditable to those in charge, 
and I think you can have the satisfaction of knowing that 
the indigent population of the county under your charge, 
are having such:care as will compare favorably with the 
more favored institutions. The same cordial relations 
that have always existed between the officers and the 
Superintendent and Matron still continue, and no more 
can be done than is done by Mr. and Mrs. Libby for the 
comfort of their charges, and I wish to express here my 
thanks for the many kind things they have done for me 
and for the complete harmony that exists through their 
efforts in all departments. I also wish to thank you, Mr.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 





FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE HM_LSBOROUGH COUN- 
Ty FARM AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION, GRASMERE, 
N. H., ADOPTED BY THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY. 


The officers of the Hillsborough County Farm shall be 
_a superintendent and matron, assistant superintendent, 
physician, chaplain and such number of female officers, 
nurses, assistants and servants as from time to time are 
deemed necessary. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


RuLe 1. The superintendent and matron shall reside 
at the institution and enforce all rules and regula- 
tions of the county commissioners, according to the laws 
defining the power and duties of superintendent of county 
farms and houses of correction. 

RULE 2. The superintendent shall have the control 
and management of all who are employed at the institu- 
tion, subject to the orders of the commissioners; have 
charge of all property belonging to the county used in and 
about the institution ; use his best endeavor to see that the 
inmates receive good care and attention and all rules are 
strictly enforced. 

RULE 3. The superintendent shall make requisitions 
on the commissioners for all articles needed and shall 
cause regular books to be kept, showing by whom ordered, 
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the date of the purchase or contract, the name of seller, 
his place of business, the quantity purchased and the price 
piid for each article. Said book shall at all times be 
opened to the inspection of the taxpayers of the county. 

RuLE 4. ‘The superintendent shall see that the provis- 
ions and clothing furnished for the inmates are of good 
quality and in sufficient quantity, and that no waste is al- 
lowed; that the buildings are properly warmed and venti- 
lated and that such of the inmates as are able to labor, are 
constantly employed. 

RuLE 5. ‘The superintendent shall make a report in 
detail of all bills or contracts made for provisions and sup- 
plies for the farm, all money received by him for board, 
sales of produce or otherwise, to the commissioners on or 
before the tenth of each month. 

RuLE 6. The superintendent shall not receive or.dis- 
charge any pauper inmate from the institution without an 
order from the commissioners. 

RULE 7. The superintendent shall keep a record-book 
of all paupers received at the institution, giving each in- 
mate’s name, age, nationality aud where born ; date when 
admitted, discharged, or death ; the town committed from, 
name and address of any relative or friends; said book 
open to the inspection of visitors. 

RuLE 8. The superintendent shall in case of serious ill- 
ness or death of any inmate immediately notify their rel- 
atives or friends, also the county commissioners and over- 
seer of the poor of the town where such pauper was com- 
nutted from. 

RuLE 9g. The superintendent shall-cause all male and 
female paupers to be kept entirely separate from each 
other in the buildings designed for paupers. 

All pauper insane shall be committed to the insane 
building, all males and females, the different classes of in- 
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curables, feeble minded and idiotic be kept in separate 
wards or departments. . 

All prisoners or convicts shall be confined in the House of 
Correction buildings. Male and female inmates in seperate 
‘departments and must not be allowed to to talk or com- 
municate with each other under any circumstances. 

RULE 10. ‘The superintendent shall, within three days 
after the commitment of any insane pauper, notify the 
State Board of Lunacy thereof upon blanks furnished for 
that purpose and shall at all times furnish to the board 
Such information regards the insane in his charge as they 
may request. 

RULE 11. The superintendent shall receive all persons 
who shall be sent to the House of Correction by lawful au- 
thority and shall keep them during the time for which 
they are sentenced thereto, employed in such labor as they 
are able to perform. If any of them are refractory and 
stubborn and refuse to work or to perform their work ina 
proper marner the superintendent may put them in close 
confinement until they supmit to perform their task and 
obey orders. 

RULE 12. If any offender shall escape from the House 
of Correction the superintendent shall have power to pur- 
sue, retake and bring him back, and to require all neces- 
sary aid for that purpose and may confine him to his work 
by fetters or otherwise, as he may judge necessary, or may 
put him in close confinement until he submits to the rules 
and regulations of the institution. 

RULE 13. If any offender shall escape from the House 
of Correction he shall be punished by confinement to labor 
therein for one month in addition to the time for which he 
was first committed. ; 

RULE 14. The superintendent shall not allow any pris- 
oner to associate or talk with any pauper inmate, but shall 
do such work in and around the buildings as the superin- 
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tendent may direct under the direct supervision of an offi- 
cer or assistant. 

RuLE 15. The superintendent shall organize a fire 
brigade from the officers of the institution and as least 
once a month call them out for practice and instruct them 
as to their.duties and places in case of fire. 

RULE 16. ‘The superintendent shall cause blanks to be 
furnished to the officers in charge of the several depart- 
ments of the institution, who shall make a daily report of 
the transactions which concern their ward or department. 


- 


MATRON. 


RULE 17. The matron shall have a general charge of 
the domestic affairs of the institution. 

RULE 18. The matron shall attend to the cleanliness 
and good order of the departments, care and general di- 
rection over the cooking, washing, ironing, sewing and 
bedding; that all female inmates have suitable clothing 
and all female officers and assistants are faithful and dili- 
gent in discharge of duties, discreet and regular in their 
department and observe the rules and regulations of the 
institution.” 

.RuLE 19. The matron shall see that the sick receive 
proper care and medical attention ; the nurses and assist- 
ants are faithful in the discharge of their duties. 


ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT. 


RULE 20. ‘The assistant surerintendent shall be subject 
to the orders and directions of the superintendent. 

Have a general superintending care of the institution, 
see that all orders of the superintendent and matron are 
strictly observed and report to the superintendent any dis- 
obedience on the part of the officers or employes. He shall 


, 
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enforce obedience on the part of the inmates to the rules 
prescribed for them, and shall have power at his discre- 
tion to punish according to law all wilfulinfractions. All 
such punishments and the cause thereof to be reported to 
the superintendent. 

RULE 21. ‘The assistant superintendent during the ab- 
sence of the superintendent, his illness, or any other dis- 
ability, the charge of the institution shall devolve upon 
him and he shall have the same power as the super- 
intendent and will be responsible for the enforcement of 
the rules and the management of the institution. 


OFFICERS AND EMPIOYES. 


RULE 22. All officers, assistantsand persons employed 
at the institution shall be under the direct orders of the 
superintendent and matron and are expected to give their 
entire time and most prompt and careful attention to the 
duties assigned them. 

RULE 23. Officers are expected to obey all orders 
promptly. Be sure you fully understand, then implicitly 
obey in a cheerful, careful and workmanlike manner. 

RULE 24. Officers will be responsible for the proper use 
and preservation of all supplies, goods and tools used by 
them and those working underthem and may be charged fer 
the careless destruction of any of them. All loss or break- 
age must be reported forthwith to the superintendent or 
matron. 

RULE 25. Officers employed in the institution are ex- 
pected to see that the utinost cleanliness and order are ob- 
served in their ward or department. 

RULE 26. Officers will not be allowed to leave their de- 
partments or visit any other department without first ob- 
taining permission of the superintendent, assistant super- 
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intendent or matron ; or leave the institution without 
permission and leaving their keys at the office. 

Each employe is expected to keep in their ward or de- 
partment or else sent elsewhere by proper authority ; loit- 
ering about or or going to other departments than those 
where they are employed is strictly forbidden. No male 
employe shall enter those portions of the buildings occu- 
pied by females or female employes enter those portions of 
the buildings occupied by males save by special permis- 
sion. 

RULE 27. Officers are prohibited from discussing the 
manner in which any other officer performs his or her la- 
bor and from making any remarks which tend to reflect 
upon the character of such officer or criticising publicly 
the acts of the management, officers or employes of the 
iustitution ; but in the case wherein the welfare of the in- 
stitution would suffer a report should be made at once to 
the superintendent or matron. 


RuLE 28. Officers while in the employ of the county 
are prohibited from the use of spirituous liquor ; no pro- 
fane or indecent language will be tolerated or allowed in 
or about the buildings and all officers and employes will 
be expected to treat each other with due respect ; any in- 
fringement of the above rule, such person will Le dis- 
charged without notice. 


RULE 29- Officers shall be careful to maintain a quiet 
demeanor under any and all provocations and shall not 
punish or strike them except in self defence ; any infraction 
of the disciplinary rules. by the inmates, the officers shall 
forthwith report the fact to the superintendent or assistant 
superintendent, stating the nature of the offence. 


RULE 30. Officers will not be allowed to read any of 
the inmates’ mail either coming in or leaving the institu- 
tion, or allow any visitor or employe to bring in or carry 
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out mail or any article before being inspected by the su- 
perintendent or matron. 

RuLE 31. Officers will not show through the institu- 
tion any person on Sundays or holidays or ask any friends 
to visit them on such days without permission of the su- 
perintendent or matron. 

RULE 32. Officers and nurses in the hospital or insane 
wards must not leave their departments without leaving 
competent assistants and must occupy rooms in the build- 
ing and be ready at alltimes of the night to respond 
at the request of the night assistant or watchman. 

RULE 33. Officers shall require the greatest possible 
cleanliness of the persons and clothing of the inmates and 
in their sleeping apartments. 

RULE 34. Officers in charge of the house of correc- 
tion shall read and explain to each inmate such extracts 

~from the rules of the institution as may be necessary to 
enable them to understand their duties and the discipline 
to which they are subjected. 

RULE 35. Officers in charge of the prisoners shall not 
be allowed to inflict corporal punishment or otherwise 
maltreat any convict, nor shall any punishment be allowed 
except by authority of the superintendent or matron; any 
inmate being refractory or disobedient or having been 
locked up, it shall be the duty of the officer to notify the 
superintendent or matron immediately giving the mis- 
demeanor. 

RULE 36. Officers must not in any case use insulting 
or irritating language towards the convicts. In case of 
rebellion, insubordination or attempt to escape, the officer 
in charge shall use his own discretion with such means as 
he may have at command, to quell the disturbance or 
capture the prisoner. Discipline is the first and highest 
consideration in an institution of this kind and must be 
maintained at all hazards, but the officer who maintains 
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it with the lowest number of punishments deserves the 
highest commendation. 

RULE 37. Officers are not allowed to trade any article 
with the inmates or receive any perquisite in any shape 
in addition to the compensation allowed them by the 
county. 

RULE 38. Officers will not allow any prisoner to re- 
ceive any article from without or on the premises or hold 
ally conversation with persons outside without permission ~ 
of the superintendent. 

RULE 39. Odficers shall see that all the inmates are in 
their rooms and lights are out in the several wards (ex- 
cept the halls or hospitals) at 7 p.m. All lights in the 
offices and employes’ rooms to be out at 100’clock, unless. 
in case of sickness or by special permission. 

RuLE 40. Officers are strictly prohibited from the 
use of tobacco while on duty and shall not allow any in- - 
mate to smoke inor on the premises except when and 
where the superintendent may direct. 


WATCHMAN. 


RULE 41. The night officer or watchman shall be ready 
to go on duty at 6:45 p. m. and reinain on duty until 4:30. 
a. m.; Sundays and holidays, 5:30 a. m. 

RULE 42. His duty will be to obey the orders of the 
superintendent, which will consist in part of patrolling the 
grounds and buildings, making regular rounds each hour 
aud paying particular attention to boiler and all places. 
where fire is used. 


RULE 43. To see that all the inmates are properly 
cared for during the night and if necessary call an officer 
if he should require his services. | 
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RULE 44. In case of death or escape of an inmate dur- 
ing the night, the fact shall be immediately reported to 
the superintendent or assistant superintendent. 

RULE 45. He shall report any irregularity or violation 
of rules of the institution which may come to his knowl- 
edge and the watchman will be furnished a record book 
in which he shall be required to enter all things that 
happen during the night that came to his notice that he 
thinks should be known tothe superintendent ; also the 
cause if he fails to wind during his rounds and the hour 
he calls the engineer and fireman. He shall leave his 
book in the office of the superintendent in the morning. 

RuLE 46. In case of fire he shall immediately notify 
the engineer and every officer of the institution. 


PHYSICIAN. 


RULE 47. It shall be the duty of the physician in 
charge of the hospital of the institution to exercise under 
the direction of the superintendent and matron authority 
as to the discipline in all matters relative to the care and 
nursing of the sick. 

RuLE 48. He shall carefully examine into every case 
of sickness and prescribe such medicines and course of 
diet or treatment as he may deem proper. 

RULE 49. He shall from time to time furnish the super- 
intendent.a list of such medicines as may be needed for the 
dispensary and report tothe superintendent and matron 
any neglect or improper care or conduct on the part of 
the officers or nurses that may come to his knowledge. 

RULE 50. The sustenance and diet of those in the 
hospital shall be regulated by him. 

RULE 51. He shall keep a record of patients in the 
hospitals with the nature of the disease and the treat- 
ment. 
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RULE 52. Nocritical surgical operation shall be per- 
formed except in cases of urgent necessity without the 
sanction of the commissioners, superintendent and 
matron. 

RULE 53. Heshall annually submit to the commis- 
sions a report giving the number of cases in the hospitals, 
number of births and deaths, with name of person, age 
and cause of death; number of surgical operations, 
classified, and such other information or recommendations 
as may come to his notice. 


CHAETLAIN: 


RULE 54. It shall be the duty of the chaplain to per- 
form sacred services on the Sabbath and at such other 
times as may be set apart by the superintendent for relig- 
ious exercises; to visit the sick, instruct the inmates in 
their moral and religious duties, counsel and advise with 
them, and perform such other duty in his capacity as the 
superintendent may require. | 


VISITING RULES. 


RULE 55. Officers shall see that the following visiting 
rules are observed. 

RULE 56. The institution is open to visitors from 10 
to 11 a.m.and from 1 to 4 p. m. on Wednesday of eac 
week. | 

RULE 57. House of correction, hospitals and insane 
buildings are not open to the public. 

RULE 58. Patients in the hospitals may be visited by 
friends between Io a. m. and 4 p. m. on any day except 
Sundays and holidays. 
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RULE 59. Allletters of inquiry should be addressed to 
the superintendent, and should give the name of the in- 
mate and the address of the writer. 


RULE 60. All persons visiting the institution or inmates 
must go to the office and register and wait until directed 
where to go. 


RULE 61. Visitors and friends are requested not to give 
or send anything whatever to the inmates without first 
consulting the superintendent or matron. 


RULE 62. Fruit is generally allowed. 


RULE 63. The public and visitors are requested not to 
loiter about the grounds. 


RULE 64. Positively no admittance on Sundays or holi- 
days. 


RULE 65. Officers disobeying or refusing to carry out 
any orders given to them by the assistant superintendent 
will be liable to reprimand or be discharged upon being 
reported to the superintendent or matron. 


RuLeE 66. Officers wishing to resign their positions 
shall give to the superintendent or matron at least two 
weeks’ notice of such intentions, and whenever the super- 
intendent wishes to dispense with the services of any offi- 
cer, the same notice will be given or payment for that 
time, but for any violations of the rules or improper con- 
duct on the part of any officer no such notice will be given, 
nor will payment be made save to the time of discharge. 
Each officer will be entitled totwo weeks’ vacation in each 
year, but no vacation will be given until after six months’ 
service. - 

These rules and regulations have been made with the 
expectation that they shall be obeyed ; disobedience will 
be deemed sufficient cause for reprimand or discharge. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE HILLSBOROUGH CoUNTY HoUSE OF CORRECT- 


ION, GRASMERE, N. H. 


RULE 1. All persons received into the institution shall 
obey such rules and regulations as the superintendent 
shall from time to time prescribe. 

RULE 2. ‘The first duty-of a prisoner is obedience, and 
it will be for his interest as it is his duty, to be respect- 
ful and obedient to the officers and conform to the rules 
and regulations established for his government. 

RULE 3. Inthe morning the whistle will blow at 4:30, 
when all prisoners must arise, dress, make their bed and 
wait until the officers unlock the doors, then file down 
stairs, wash and prepare for breakfast. 

RULE 4. At meal hours all prisoners, at a signal from 
the officers, shall file up to the dining-room in a quiet and 
orderly manner (no conversation allowed) and take their 
seats at the table and wait until the signal before com- 
mencing to eat. Each one is allowed to help himself to as 
much as he wishes to eat, but do not take enough to waste 
it. When through eating pass down stairs to the waiting 
or smoking room. 

Rute 5. At night, at the signal from the officer, all 
will file upstairs to their several rooms, undress and be in 
their beds when the officers gothroughtolock up. Talk- 
ing is allowed in a quiet manner until the signal from the 
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officer at 8 o’clock, when all conversation and noise must 
cease. 

Rue 6. All prisoners obeying the rules will be al- 
lowed toba¢co and a pipe, which shall be left on the tin 
shelves in the smoking room when not in use. Any pris- 
oner taking his pipe from the room, smoking in any other 
part of the building, or on the premises, or found with 
matches in his possession at any time, will be punished se- 
Verely. 

RULE 7. While in the smoking or waiting rooms, pris- 
oners are allowed to talk with each other in a quiet order- 
ly manner. No whistling or singing allowed. 

RuLE 8. When the.officers come that are in charge of 
the out-of-door work, at a signal, all prisoners shall file 
out (except those that have been excused) and then wait 
orders from the officers, who will inform you as to your 
work and you will go directly to your several places of la- 
bor and commence at once, and must be quiet, industrious 
and faithful in doing work assigned you, obey all orders 
promptly, exhibit no ill temper when admonished by the 
officers, have no conversation or communicate by looks or 
signs with any of the other inmates of the institution, or 
stare at visitors, speak to or answer them, nor receive from 
or give to them anything whatever, without permission 
from the officer in charge. 

RULE 9. Any prisoner being sick or unfitfor work will 
report the same to the officer in charge, who shall notify 
the physician, and if not excused by him shall be-expected 
to work, and if he shall feign sickness as an excuse from 
working, he will be punished. 

RULE 10. Each prisoner, if he obeys the rules, will be 
allowed to write to his relatives or friends once a month. 
All letters must be sent unsealed to the superintendent’s 
officer. Letters containing profane, obscene, or disre- 
spectful language or false statements, will not be forwarded 


and the writer forfeits the privilege of writing or receiving 
letters and may be punished, as the superintendent may 
direct. 

RULE 11. Prisoners will be allowed to take such read- 
ing matter from the library of the institution and receive 
periodicals or magazines from the office of publication, or 
friends, as the superintendent may deem suitable. 

RuLe 12. All prisoners are permitted to have inter- 
views with their relatives or friends once in four weeks, 
but not oftener, without special permission, but at all times 
such interviews must be in the presence of an officer. 

RuL® 13. Prisoners requiring clothing, medicines, or 
anything necessary, shall make his wants known to the of- 
ficer in charge. 

RuLE 14. Any prisoner wishing to see the commiis- 
sioners shall notify the officer in charge, who will inform 
the superintendent, who will notify the commissioners. 

RULE 15. Prisoners attempting to escape from the in- 
stitution will be subjected to such punishment as the su- 
perintendent may direct and the laws will permit. 

RULE 16. Prisoners violating any of the above rules or 
any other rules of the superintendent, will be subjected to 
solitary confinement or such punishment as the superin- 
tendent may inflict. 

RULE 17. Prisoners under solitary confinement will be 
under the direct charge of the officer in charge of the 
building but may see the superintendent or assistant su- 
perintendent at any time by making his request known to 
the officer in charge.

REPORT QF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR: 





To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the County of 
ffillsborough: 


At the January term of court, I901, 54 indictments were 
found and two appealed cases were entered. At the May 
term, 39 indictments were returned, one information and 
one petition to reduce bail were filed and four appealed 
cases were entered. Atthe September term, 78 indict- 
ments were found, 14 appealed cases were entered and one 
petition and one information each was filed, making a total 
of 195 cases to deal with inthe Supreme (now Superior) 
Court. To this should be added the 15 continued cases 
referred to in my last report. ‘There were also issued dur- 
ing the year upon the request of boards of selectmen and 
other citizens, 95 complaints and warrants in liquor cases 
returnable before justice and police courts, These have 
all been disposed of according to the usual course of pro- 
cedure, with the exception of 16 which have been con- 
tinued to the coming January term. Of these 16 cases, 
six remained upon the docket to await the result of civil 
cases involving the merits of practically the same facts, 
and which result is likely to determine the disposition of 
these six State cases. T'womore of the continued cases 
have been tried and verdicts rendered in favor of the State 
and now await the determination by the Supreme Court of 
certain law questions raised at the trials. Another of 
these cases was also tried but resulted in a disagreement 
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of the jury. ‘Trials in the other nine cases have been de- 
ferred for reasons which met the approval of the court. 
Another case which appears upon the equity docket and 
which involves matters of some public interest, is a 
petition for a writ of mandamus brought by the direction 
of the attorney general against the board of police com- 
missioners and the chief of police of the city of Manchester 
and seeking’a more stringent enforcement of the liquor 
laws by these city officials. The petition was filed in 
August last and at the September term of the Superior 
Court the date of hearing was set for December 30th. 
This hearing is now in progress before Mr. Justice Peaslee 
and a decision is likely to be reached early in the coming 
year. 

On Dec. 14, 1901 at Nashua Mrs. Eva Eudora Brooks, 
while engaged in putting her little three-year-old girl to 
bed, was shot and instantly killed in a chamber in her 
home. Her little 10-year-old son was present and wit- 
nessed the shooting and recognized the one who com- 
mitted the act as Charles H. Hawkins, a former boarder 
at the house. The Nashua police acted. with great 
promptness in effecting an arrest and this respondent now 
awaits the action of the grand jury at the January term.

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The roll of membership was called by the clerk, show- 
ing that a majority of the members of the convention were 
present. 

Mr. Taft of Greenville, in behalf of the special commit- 
tee appointed March 21st for the investigation of all mat- 
ters pertaining to new court house facilities in the cities of 
Manchester and Nashua, presented the following report : 
“Your committee, having attended to the duty assigned 
them, submit the following report: We examined care- 
fully the court room offices of the Register of Deeds and 
Register of Probate in Nashua, the court room and other 
rooms and offices used by the county in Manchester. 
’ Found the court room in Nashua insufficiently lighted, 
poorly ventilated, and very insanitary, without any jury 
or witness rooms, or suitable place for holding term of 
Probate or Equity court: Judges’ room and office of clerk 
of court are inconveniently located in another building. 
The building containing the court room is owned by the 
city of Nashua, and the county has no right to make any 
alterations or improvements in or upon it. The offices oc- 
cupied by the Register of Deeds and Register of Probate 
are too small and inconveniently arranged, making the 
work of the registers needlessly hard and wholly inade- 
quate for the accommodation of the public: the vaults are 
not large enough for the constantly increasing business of 
the county are not strictly fire proof, thereby exposing 
valuable records to great danger from fire. The building 
containing these offices is also owned by the city of Nash- 
ua, which makes any idea of alteration or improvement 
impracticable. 

The court room at Manchester is large and unattractive, 
without any of the modern appliances for heating or venti- 
lating. The judges’ room is much too small, the jury and 
witness rooms are small, dimly lighted affairs, and the 
grand jury room, where the solicitor, jurors and witnesses. 
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are shut up for days, is absolutely unfit for men to work in 
tor even a few hours, and the other rooms and offices used 
by the county officers are wholly inadequate for the re- 
quirements. The building containing these rooms and of- 
fices is owned by the city of Manchester, and the same’ 
reason applies for not spending the money of the county 
on this building as in the case of the buildings occupied 
bythe county in the city of Nashua. 

On account of the existence of the above stated condi- 
tions, and believing that there is urgent need for their im- 
provenient, your committee recommend that a suitable lot 
be purchased in the city of Nashua, that a building be 
erected upon said lot, to contain the office of Register of 
Deeds, the office of Register of Probate, the office of Clerk 
of Court, and necessary vaults, a Superior court room, 
Probate and Equity court room, grand and petit jury 
rooms, judges’ room, office of county commissioners, and 
other necessary rooms and offices. That a sum not exceed- 
ing $65,000 be appropriated to purchase said lot, erect said 
building and furnish the same completely. And of the sev- 
eral lots of land in Nashua, shown to the committee and 
offered for sale as eligible sites for such court house and 
county office building, your committee would recommend 
as the most desirable one for such purpose the lot situated 
on Temple street and known as the estate of the heirs of 
Dr. Edward Spalding, provided said lot can be purchased 
at a price not exceeding $15,000.

erection, completion and furnishing of said building, and 
do all things necessary and proper to carry into effect the 
full meaning and intent of thisresolution. Resolved furth- 
er, That the said sum of $65,oco, or so mnch thereof as 
may be necessary to accomplish all of the aforesaid pur- 
poses, be borrowed by the County of Hillsborough, and 
the bonds of the county be issued for such sum so bor- 
rowed: and the county commissioners together with the 
aforesaid coimittee are herebv empowered to borrow such 
necessary sum of money and to issue the bonds of the 
county therefor, with interest coupons attached, in such 
such denominations, at such rate of interest not exceeding 
four percent per anntiun, and payable at such time and 
place as they may determine. Such bonds shall be signed 
by the county treasurer and countersigned by the county 
commissioners and the clerk of the Superior court for said 
county, and the coupons for the payment of interest on 
said bonds shall bear the facsimile signature of the county 
treasurer. 

On motion of Mr. Bickford of Manchester, duly sec- 
onded, the convention voted to adopt the following 
resolution: Resolved, That the sum of $65,000 be and the 
same hereby is appropriated for the purpose of purchasing 
or by law acquiring a lot of land in the city of Manches- 
ter, and building, completing and furnishing thereon a 
new court house, which shall contain suitable court rooms 
and all necessary county offices, containing at least one 
Superior court room, one judges’ room, one grand jury 
room, two petit jury rooms, two rooms for witnesses, one 
room for attorneys, one library room, one probate and 
equity court room, suitable offices for sheriff, solicitor, 
treasurer and county commissioners, and suitable toilet 
accommodations in connection with each of said apart- 
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ments. Resolved further, That said lot of land be 
purchased or by law acquired, and said building be 
erected, completed and furnished in said city of Man- 
chester for the use of the courts and the accommodation 
of county officers; and the county commissioners, together 
with a committee of seven members of this convention, 
of whom the chairman shall be one, the other six to be 
appointed by him, are hereby authorized, empowered and 
instructed to purchase or by law acquire said lot of land 


for and in the name of the county of Hillsborough, and 


to procure plans and make contracts for the erection, 
completion and furnishing of said building, and do all 
things necessary and proper to carry into effect the full 
meaning and intent of this resolution. Resolved further, 
That the said sum of $65,co0, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary to accomplish all of the aforesaid purposes, 
be borrowed by the county of Hillsborough, andethe 
bonds of the county be issued for such sum so borrowed ; 
and the county commissioners together with the aforesaid 
committee are hereby empowered to borrow such neces- 
sary sum of money and to issue the bonds of the county 
therefor, with interest coupons attached, in such denomi- 
nations, at such rate of interest, not exceeding four per 
cent per annum, and payable at such time and place as 
they may determine. Said bonds shall be signed by the 
county treasurer and countersigned by the county com- 
missioners and the clerk of the Superior court for said 
county, and the coupons for the payment of interest of 
said bonds shall bear the facsimile signature of the county 
{LCASurer. 

On motion of Mr. Stevens of Nashua, duly seconded, 
the convention voted to adopt the following resolution: 
Resolved, That the special committee appointed this day 
shall purchase and acquire title in the name of the county 
to the lot of land owned by the heirs of the late Dr. 
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Edward Spalding, which said lot is situate on the south- 
erly side of Temple Street in said Nashua, provided the 
same can be purchased for a sum not exceeding $15,000, 
that a good and satisfactory title of the same can be had 
and possession given with such title. 

On motion of Judge Hoitt of Nashua, it was voted that 
article fifth be passed over. 

On motion of Mr. Little of Manchester, duly seconded, 
it was voted to adopt the following resolution: Resolved, 
That upon the completion, ready for use, of the court 
house in the city of Manchester, which has been provided 
for by the action of this convention of this day, all obliga- 
tions, leases and bonds at present existing on behalf of 
said city of Manchester to and with the county of Hills- 
borough in relation to accommodations for the courts of 
said county, shall be cancelled in accordance with the 
Provisiois of the act avproved February 13th, 1901, 
entitled *‘An act authorizing the Hillsborough County 
convention to raise money for the building and repairing 
of court houses;’’ anda petition by and in behalf of the 
county of Hillsborough shall be filed in the Superior 
court, sitting in and for said county, for the apointment of ° 
a board of arbitrators to pass upon said petition and fix 
the amount which said city of Manchester shall pay for 
such cancellation and release from the said obligations, 
leases and bonds, all in accordance with the provisions of 
said act; and the county commissioners are authorized 
and instructed to institute proceedings and do all things 
necessary to cary out the provisions of said act and this 
resolution relating to said cancellation and release. 

On motion of Mr. Kendall of Milford, duly seconded, 
the convention voted to adopt the following resolution: 
Resolved, That upon the completion, ready for use, of 
the court house in the city of Nashua, which has been 
provided for by the action of this convention ‘of this day, 
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all obligations, leases and’ bonds at 4 
behalf of said city of Nashua to aud with the county of 
Hillsborough in relation to accommodations for the courts 
and county records of said county, shall be cancelled in 
accordance with thé provisions of the act approved Feb- 
ruary. 13th, 1901, entitled, ““An act authonmzimeaeiee 
Hillsborough County Convention to raise money for the 
building and repairing of court houses;’’ and a petition 
by and in behalf of the county of Hillsborough shall be 
filed in the Superior court, sitting in and for said county, 
for the appointment of a board of arbitrators to pass upon 
said petition and fix the amount which said city of Nashua 
shall pay for such cancellation and release from the said 
obligations, leases and bonds, all in accordance with the 
provisions of said act; and the county commissioners are 
authorized and instructed to institute proceedings and do 
all things necessary to carry out the provisions of said act 
and this resolution relating to said cancellation and 
release. 

On motion of Mr. Ryder of Manchester, the conven- 
tion voted to adopt the following resolution: Resolved, 
That the county commissioners be authorized to pay the 
members of the convention their per diem and mileage 
for attending this meeting, also to pay the speciai com- 
mittee for their time and expenses, and to borrow such 
sum of money as may be necessary therefor. On motion 
of Mr. Sawyer of Milford, the convention voted to 
instruct the chairman-to appoint a committee of three on 
the matter of mileage. The chairman appointed the 
following gentlemen to serve on this committee: Mr. 
Sawyer of Milford, Mr. Richardson of Manchester and 
Mr. Anderson of Nashua. 

On motion of Mr. Bickford of Manchester, the conven- 
tion voted to authorize the county commissioners to pur- 


oresent existing on 
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chase a full set of county reports at a sum not exceeding 
$50. 

The chairman appointed the following named gentle- 
-men, who with himself as chairman are to serve as the 
committee of seven to purchase land and erect the build- 
ings provided for by the resolutions adopted by the con- 
vention this day: Herbert J. Taft, chairman, Greenville; 
Charles W. Hoitt, Nashua; John C. Bickford, Manches- 
ter; Ezra M. Smith, Peterborough; Edgar I. Kendall, 
Milford; Charles W. Stevens, Nashua; Herbert E. Rich- 
ardson, Manchester. 

On motion of Mr. Richardson of Manchester, the con- 
vention voted to adjourn.

NOTICE TO QVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 





To the Overseers of the Poor of the Cities and Several Towns 
in f1illsborough County : 


Your attention is directed to an Act of 1897, in amend- 
ment of Section 6 of Chapter 83 of the Public Statutes of 
New Hampshire as follows, viz: 

‘“‘No town shall be liable for the support of any person, 
unless he, or the persan under whom he derives his set- 
tlement, shall have wholly gained a settlement therein dur- 
ing the ten years last preceding the date of application for 
support.’’ 

Also Sections 2, 5 and 6 of Chapter 85 of the Public 
Statutes, as follows: 

SECTION 2. The County Commissioners may make 
needful orders and regulations for the removal of county 
paupers to the county poor farm, or any other place by 
them designated ; and no town shall be entitled to com- 
pensation for the support of a county pauper after notice 
of, and neglect to comply with such order. 

SECTION 5. ‘The Overseers of the Poor shall take and 
transmit to the County Commissioners, within thirty days 
after the expenditures were made, the affidavit of every 
pauper on whose account they were made, ifthe pauper is. 
capable, otherwise of some well informed person, as to the 
pauper’s age, place of birth, places of residence, time of 
residence in each place, and the time when and the place 
where he or any of his family have been relieved or sup- 
ported. 

SECTION 6. It shall be the duty of the County Com- 
missioners to coutract with the Overseers of the Poor of a 
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town for the support of any county paupers therein who 
have resided for along time or have local associations in 
such town and‘desire to remain there, if it is thought best 
to do so, and the cost of such support zw2// not exceed one 
dollar and fifty cents a week for each pauper. 

We would also call your attention to Chapter 84, Sec- 
tions 9, 10, 11, and request you to see that the provisions 
of said statutes are complied with before furnishing aid at 
the expense of the county. : 

You are requested to present to the County Commission- 
ers during the first week of each term of court, all item- 
ized claims in duplicate, which your town or city may 
have against the county, accompanied by proper vouchers 
for all payments charged therein, and an affidavit of the 
claimant or some one in his behalf, that the same is a just 
and true account.

MONTHLY PAYMENT (OF SEILGS 


he commissioners have made new rules as to the pay- 
ments of all claims against the county. All accounts will 
be settled the 10th of each month, but must be presented 
to the commissioners on or before the 5th, so they can be 
examined and audited. All claims must be approved by 
the heads of the several departments, and all pauper bills 
from the towns certified to by the Overseers of the Poor, 
before they will be allowed by the commissioners. 

They (County Commissioners) shall have the charge 
and care of county paupers and shall provide for their sup- 
port upon the county farm or elsewhere as provided by — 
law, and when expedient they may appoint agents in the 
several towns to investigate applications and look after the 
county poor in such towns.

PUBLIC STATUTES. 





CHAPTER 84. 


LAWS IN RELATION TO AID FURNISHED TO INDIGENT 
SOLDIERS, AND PROVIDING FOR ENTRANCE TO THE 
SOLDIERS’ HOME IN CERTAIN CASES. 


Secr. 9. Whenever any person resident in this state, 
who enlisted in the quota of this state, and was reckoned 
and served as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in 
the army or navy of the United States, in the War of the 
Rebellion, or in the Spanish or Philippine wars, and who 
received an honorable discharge, not being under guar- 
dianship or legal restraint, shall become poor and unable 
to provide inaintenance for himself and dependent family, 
such person, his wife, widow or minor children, or such 
of the children as are unable to maintain themselves, 
shall be supported at the public expense in the town or 
city of their abode, at their own home or any such place, 
other than a town or county almshouse, as the overseers 
of the poor or county commissioners shall deem right or 
proper, but no person shall receive aid under the pre- 
visions of this section unless he has resided in this state 
three years or more before making application for such 
aid; and no person shall, while receiving aid under the 
provisions of this section, use intoxicating liquor to an 
extent, which shall render him incapable of working: at 
his usual occupation: and no person receiving aid under 
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the provisions of this section shall sell any article fur- 
nished him, nor exchange them for intoxicating liquors, 
nor share any such aid with any persons other than those 
above named as being entitled to the benefit of these 
provisions. Any person receiving aid under the provis- 
ions of this section, who receives a pension from the 
United States government, shall, while receiving such 
aid, apply the pension to the support of himself and 
dependent family, and shall, when requested, furnish to 
the overseers of the poor or the county commissioners 
satisfactory proof that such pension has been so applied. 
Any person applying for such aid, shall, when requested, 
furnish to the county commissioners or the overseers of 
the poor the certificate of a reputable physican, resident 
in the county in which he lives, as to the incapacity on 
his part to perform manual labor. Neglect by any person 
applying for or receiving aid under the provisions of this 
section to comply with the foregoing provisions and con- 
ditions of this section so far as such person is concerned, 
and such person may be supported at the town or county 
almshouse. 

SEcT. 10. The expense of support furnished under 
the provisions of the preceding section shall be kept and 
reported in a separate account under the head of ‘‘ Aid 
furnished to dependent soldiers and their families,’ and 
not in the general pauper account, but shall be recovera- 
ble of the person, town or county liable therefor as in 
other: cases:* 


*This section was passed by the house and senate, but was omitted from the 
engrossed bill. Such references +re made toit in the engrossed bill that itis 
evidert the legislature intended it should be a part of the law. 


Sect. 11. The county commissioners or the overseers 
of the poor of any town may require any person applying 
for aid under the provisions of section 9 of this chapter, 
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who is eligible for admission, to make application for 
admission to the New Hampshire Soldiers’ Home, in case 
he has no family or settled place of abode, whenever in 
their discretion they deem it best; and if such person 
refuses to make such application, or if admitted refuses to 
go to said Soldiers’ Home, the county or town shall be re- 
lieved from the provisions of the preceding sections so far 
as such person is concerned, and he may bé supported at 
the county or town almshouse. 


ATID ‘TO PERSONS QUARANTINED. 


It sometimes becomes necessary to assist a family when 
quarantined on account of scarlet fever, diphtheria, etc., 
by reason of its being deprived of the opportunity to earn 
wages, or from other causes, and to provide for which the 
following law was enacted by the legislature, and ap- 
proved March 11, 1899. 

SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is placed 
in quarantine by a board of health, to protect the public 
against smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or any other 
dangerous, infectious or contagious diseases, it shall be 
the duty of said board to assist such person or family while 
in quarantine in such manner as in the judgment of the 
board may be deemed wise or necessary. 

SEcTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such part 
thereof as the board may determine, shall be deemed a 
legitimate expenditure for the protection of the public 
health and shall be charged to the account of incidental 
expenses, but not to any indigent pauper account, nor 
shall such expenditure be construed to mean a public aid 
to the person or persons so quarantined and assisted, un- 
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less such person or persons are already paupers as defined 
by the Public Statutes. 

The above law would seem to solve, in a thoroughly 
satisfactory way, ‘a question which heretofore has been 
considerable of a problem in some localities. The entire 
matter is left to the judgment of the local board of health, 
and whatever aid the board may deem to be wise and nec- 
essary to extend to the families in question must be paid 
by the town and charged up as provided for in section 2. 
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
